G. IS THERE ANY RESTRICTION ON THE MOVEMENT OF 
COURIER ONCE HE DISSEMBARKS? 

H. DOES COURIER STAND ON GROUND ON DEPARTURE UNTIL 
CARGO HATCH IS CLOSED AND SEALED? 

I. WHAT HAPPENS SHOULD PLANE NOT TAKE OFF AND 
RETURNS TO TARMAC? RUSH 
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
